Being the best in a trade 
skill in Alberta for your age, 
let alone Canada and possibly 
the world, when you are only 
22 years old seems unbeliev¬ 
able. 

But for Bob Patterson of 
Didsbury, traveling to St. 
Gallen, Switzerland for the 
2003 World Skills competition 
is about to become reality. 

The 37th world competition 
for people under the age of 22 
begins on June 19 and goes 
to June 22 in Switzerland. 

The biggest thing is the 
learning experience, Bob 
Patterson said. 

Training like an Olympic 


athlete for his skill as an elec¬ 
trician in industrial wiring, 
Patterson trains five days a 
week from 9 am to 5 pm. He 
has been on this training 
schedule since April 

“I feel confident and pre¬ 
pared,” he said. 

“We are just so proud and 
much more relaxed about 
Bob” Patty Patterson, his 
mom, said. 

“He has come a long way 
and was a very busy little 
boy. ” 

Patty said Bob seemed to be 
interested in electricity when 
he was a child. 

One time, she caught him 
with a bobby pin that had 
turned red hot from being 


stuck in the light socket, she 
said.To get to this interna¬ 
tional level, Bob has had to 
have been picked based on his 
grades and work in the ap¬ 
prenticeship field to compete 
first provincially, which he 
came in second against a jour¬ 
neyman, then nationally, 
which he also came in second 
against a 32-year old winner. 

“I wasn’t even going to do 
it (compete) at first, but then 
all my co-workers told me I 
should really give it a try,” 
Bob said. 

The competition involves 
apprenticeship workers in 40 
different areas of skills includ¬ 
ing stonemasonry, painting, 
decorating, instrument mak¬ 


ing, car painting, cooking, 
hairdressing, flouristry and 
jewellery. 

“In all cases the projects 
are designed to be what they 
would find on the job,” said 
Chris Browton, communica¬ 
tions co-ordinator with Skills 
Canada.“It gives you a chal¬ 
lenge to see where you fit in 
the industry,” Bob said. 

It includes students who 
are in high school as well as 
those in post-secondary edu¬ 
cation. 

“We are so thankful for the 
apprenticeship program,” 
Patty said. “He wasn’t aca¬ 
demic, he didn’t like school, 
so this is a real blessing.”

This is the second year in a 
row that the Carstairs Co-op 
has purchased the Grand 
Champion. 

West Carstairs Ryley Mader 
took home the Reserve Cham¬ 
pion. Mader also received the 
Senior Reserve Champion 
Showman award, which was 
donated by the Carstairs Treas¬ 
ury Branch. 

Mader’s 1257 lb Simmental/ 
Angus was purchased by Pe¬ 
ter’s Drive In from Calgary for 
an astounding $3.95/lb.

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Lone Pine landowners receive lax 


It is a small victory for The Com¬ 
mittee for Lone Pine, but one they will 
take all the same. 

The Municipal Government Board 
has ruled three property owners near 
the AAA Cattle Company feedlot de¬ 
serve tax assessment adjustments. 

In total, four families have received 
tax adjustments equalling 15 per cent. 

In 2002 four property owners made 
an application to Mountain View 
County for reduction in taxes due to 
a feedlot expansion in their area. 
Mountain View County approved a 15 
per cent tax reduction for one prop¬ 
erty owner and a five per cent reduc¬ 
tion for another property owner and 
denied the other two applications. 

The three property owners not re¬ 
ceiving the 15 per cent reduction ap¬ 
pealed the county ruling to the Mu¬ 
nicipal Government Board. 

The Municipal Government Board 
announced their decision last week. 
The property owner who received the 
five per cent reduction was increased 
to 15 per cent and two other property 
owners also received a 15 per cent tax 
reduction. 

Murray Marsh, spokesperson for 
The Committee for Lone Pine said 
this is the latest good news in a year¬ 
long battle against the feedlot expan¬ 
sion. 

He said the reduction compensates 
property owners for nuisances that re¬ 
late to the AAA Cattle Company facil¬ 
ity - bad odour, impacts of day to day 
enjoyment of their property, dust and 
numerous other reasons. 

“I think it is reflective of what hap¬ 
pens with large scale developments 
and is recognition of the real impact 
this facility has on our lives,” said 
Marsh. 

He said this decision impacts the 
County as they are losing revenue 
from ratepayers who must live near 
feedlots. 

“I guess this raises the issue of who 
will cover the loss of revenue to the 
municipality.” 

Dave Hughes, senior assessor for 
Mountain View County said the 
county has received the decision from 
the Municipal Government Board and 
will make the adjustments to the tax 
assessments in question.

Browton said there was about 650 
competitors at the Alberta competi¬ 
tion, and about 500 for the Canada¬ 
wide competition.

“There is a lot of life experience, 
they are the best and we sort of treat 
them (the international competitors) 
like celebrities," he said. 

While it costs competitors $25 to

and often the trade associations will 
support the competitors. 

At the world competition “Skills 
Canada picks up the tab for that,” 

Browton said. 

At the international level the com¬ 
petitors have coaches that help them 
prepare for the competition. This may 
mean they take the competitor to an¬ 
other part of the world to practice. 

“It's way different (at the interna¬ 
tional level), and harder. There is a 
lot more to it,” Bob said. 

The trade’s association will often 
pay the competitor wages as if he is 
doing work on a normal job.

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MAD COW DISEASE 

Feedlot owner says 
situation needs to 
resolved now

Herds have been tracked down, 
slaughtered, tested and found clean of 
mad cow disease, but the Canada U.S. 
borders have yet to open. 

This has left many ranchers with 
nothing to do but wait, and many 
won’t know their financial situation 
until the markets re-open. 

"Basically everything is on a 
holding pattern, said Simon Cobban, 
co-owner of AAA Cattle Company. “If 
we don’t resolve this quickly, come fall 
there won’t be a feedlot industry,” he 
said. 

Cobban said one of biggest problems 
that could arise is if the markets don’t 
open, then the cow, calf farmers and 
barley farmers will have no where to 
sell to. 

“This isn’t just a beef thing, it’s a 
ripple effect out there. The ripple ef¬ 
fect is huge,” he said. 

And a loss of consumer confidence 
in the Canadian beef industry, may 
lead to importing beef, Cobban said. 

“If the consumer has faith in the 
Canadian product, then things will 
return to normal fairly quickly,” he 
said. 

“Confidence is critical when it 
comes to public health and safety,”

said a press release from Ken Nicol, 
MLA for Lethbridge East. “While it 
is critical to focus attention on 
proving Canada is Bovine Spongiform 
Encephalopathy (BSE) free, there are 
some things that Canada and Alberta 
can do to build public confidence in 
the industry for the future.” 

Bringing national inspection 
standards in line with provincial 
ones, going further to ban ruminant 
feed completely, and keep the politics 
out by letting science settle the issue, 
are suggestions made by Nicol. 

As for losses, Cobban said he 
won’t know the financial effect the 
mad cow issue will have on him until 
the animals are sold. 

“The value of your inventory is 
what you run your business on,” 
Cobban said.

Families and racers gear up for the upcoming 
Didsbury Lions Soap Box Derby this Saturday 


Although he’s been an RCMP 
officer for 25 years, retiring of¬ 
ficer Sgt. Paul Schram said the 
last four months have been the 
best. 

Schram joined the Didsbury 
RCMP detachment in March of 
2003 and is now retiring. 

“It (the Didsbury detach¬ 
ment) is probably the best de¬ 
tachment I’ve been in, in 25 
years," he said. 

Schram said he is retiring 
because a move his family is 
going to make. His wife is work¬ 
ing with the Edmonton police 
and has been for 12 years.

The detachment does have 
someone in mind to replace 
him, but they won’t release the 
name at this time, Schram said.

Family, community and the 
whole town will be the ultimate 
winners when the checkered 
flag is waved at the third an¬ 
nual Didsbury Lions Soap Box 
Derby, June 14. 

On the surface this event is 
a blast for the kids who get to 
build their racer with a parent, 
uncle, grandparent or friend 
but go a little deeper and one 
will find family and community 
building at work. 

The Didsbury Lions Soap 
Box Derby began as an idea of 
George Pieper. He was watch¬ 
ing a similar event on TV one 
day that sparked his interest. 

Researching it on the 
internet, Pieper realized that 
such a race would provide a 
quality project for kids to do 
with their parents. 

“Parents and kids were 
building these cars together and 
1 saw it as a chance for fami¬ 
lies to work together where the 
little guy comes out the hero,” 
Pieper said. In 2001, he 
brought the idea to the Lions 
Club and immediately they 
loved it. 

Didsbury’s derby took off 
like a rocket with 22 families 
participating the first year, 30 
the second year and Pieper can 


only guess how popular it will 
be this year. 

So far the Lions have sold 
24 kits this year, add that to 
participants using cars from 
previous races as well as those 
building their cars from scratch 
and you have one heck of a 
race. 

Trajano Reis and his wife 
Karen, neighbours of Pieper, 
heard about the race when 
Pieper and his great grandson 
were building their car, last 
year. 

For the racers, it's 
the thrill of the heart 
pounding speed, for 
parents it may be 
reliving lost youth but 
for the Didsbury 
Lions it's all about 
building family. 

Trajano and Karen loved the 
idea and asked their 8-year-old 
twin girls Alexis and Montana 
(the minimum entrance age) if 
they wanted to build a car this 
year. 

“Alexis loves racing and 
speed, she said yes, Montana 
not so much, but she is in 
charge of design and painting,” 
said Trujano proudly. He said 


the racers he built as a child 
(boards on wheels) were not 
half the car this one is going to 
be. 

“This would have been my 
dream car,” he said. 

Fashioned after one of the 
first Indy race cars the Reimer, 
Reis team have built a mean 
machine. 

When Grandma, Elisabeth 
Baril, heard about the race she 
got on board by sewing Alexis 
a racing suit - black with sil¬ 
ver racing stripes. Karen’s com¬ 
pany, Cowboy Treasures, and 
the local Didsbury Home Hard¬ 
ware are sponsoring team 
Reimer/Reis. Home Hardware 
has provided hats and paint 
and decals for the car. 

Alexis and Montana insist 
their racer has two black 
horses painted, one on each 
side, representing their own 
horses, Jack and Josh, who 
wanted to be a part of the team 
too. 

“It’s going to look real cool,” 
said Alexis who predicts her car 
will reach speeds of 20 to 30 km/ 
hr. 

Pieper said she may be right, 
last year Didsbury RCMP used 
radar to clock cars that reached 
speeds as fast as 28 km/hr. 

“We are lucky to have an ap¬ 
propriate hill in Didsbury 


with connecting businesses 
that don’t mind us shutting it 
down and using their parking 
for Saturday morning.” 

For safety’s sake the road is 
lined with hay bales and lines 
are painted on it for drivers to 
stay in their own lanes. 

In previous years a starting 
ramp was borrowed from the 
Airdrie Lions, who hold a simi¬ 
lar race, this year thanks to 
Wildrose Machining in 
Didsbury, they have their own. 

"The new starting ramps 
are longer and higher, I think 
it will be an awesome race for 
all the kids," Pieper said. 

Registration is open until 
race day, car inspections begin 
at 8 a.m. and races begin at 8:15 
a.m. Everyone is invited to 
cheer on the drivers. 

Entrance fees are $40 per 
car, drivers are guaranteed 
four runs. Trophies and cash 
prizes will be awarded to event 
winners. 

Alexis has no doubt the 
Reimer/Reis car will be a con¬ 
tender. Montana agrees, “Alexis 
might be the only girl in the 
race - I think she is going to do 
real good.” 

With Trajano’s advice she 
can’t loose - “don’t use the 
brake and keep vour wheels 
straight.”

The Alberta Prairie Railway Excursions have been in opera¬ 
tion since 1990 and for most of that time we have been mildly 
interested in taking one of their tours, but like so many things 
that are neither convenient, or imperative, we didn’t find the 
time or make the arrangements. Our daughter, son in law and 
grandson Jonas are members of the Chinook Historical Soci¬ 
ety (they signed up Jonas so that they could lower the average 
age of their membership) Ralph and I are contributing mem¬ 
bers, and early this year when the Society planned their an¬ 
nual Conference our daughter called with a plan. “Saturday, 
May 31 is their tour day,” she told us, “ the bus leaves Red 
Deer at 10:00 AM, we have lunch at The Villa, which is former 
Premier Don Getty’s house on Buffalo Lake, then on to Stettler 
where we board the Train to Big Valley. There is an historical 
tour at Big Valley and roast beef dinner at the Community 
Hall, then back on the train to Stettler and Bus back to Red 
Deer. It’s a big day but it should be fun and you could help 
with Jonas.” 

It sounded like an enormous day and the “helping with 
Jonas” part held the most appeal. Jonas is one year old, busy 
every waking moment, and totally adored by his doting grand¬ 
parents. “Good idea,” I told her, “we will probably never go 
otherwise, sign us up.” 

We got to Red Deer in time to have breakfast with Harry, 
Kirsten, Jonas and Harry’s mom Miriam. Several buses idled 
in the parking lot and we were not too alarmed that ours seemed 
pretty warm, the air conditioning would be cutting in soon. A 
large vent in the roof stood open and should have given us 
warning. Jonas promptly fell asleep in my arms and Ralph and 
I made him comfortable across our two laps. The bus roared 
through the greening countryside, the roof vent was noisy and 
the air conditioning did not cut in. A sweet, historically aware 
lady read us a chapter from Irene Parlby’s book on Pioneer 
days in this area. It was an awfully long chapter. 

“The Villa,” on Buffalo Lake, was built when Premier Don 
Getty lost his Edmonton seat in the Legislature and had to 
establish residence somewhere where he was sure to get elected. 
OF MacDonalds Resort who cater the meals there, say they 
are “proud to be renting The Villa,” but I don’t know who they 
are renting it from. Getty family pictures and mementos hang 
on all the walls. There are soaring ceilings, enormous rooms 
on several levels, lots of real wood panelling, huge windows, 
magnificent views, expensive landscaping and not nearly enough 
bathrooms for four busloads of people. 

In Stettler costumed conductors take your ticket and direct 
you to your car. The Train whistles just the way it’s supposed 
to and you chug on out of the Station. Speed is not more than 
20 mph so you have ample time to admire the countryside and 
friendly citizens wave as you glide sedately by. Trees have grown 
very close to the track so often the train seems to be in the 
midst of a forest but there are lots of fields and pastures with 
cattle and horses, ponds with ducks and once a nest with baby 
owls. We did have a train robbery but the pretty little girl who 
held the bag we dropped our money into kept politely thanking 
people. A Dance Hall girl, who teaches Junior High in real life, 
sings a few songs and makes bald jokes with aging male pas¬ 
sengers, a couple of men in frontier clothing add color. There 
is an observation car that’s open to the elements and very re¬ 
freshing on a hot day. 

In the early 1900s Big Valley was the divisional point for the 
Canadian Northern Railway. They have a roundhouse, station 
museum, elevator and interpretive center. The dinner in the 
Community Hall was excellent, the train ride back to Stettler 
relaxing. The hus back to Red Deer really hot. Jonas was his 
charming happy self. He had a wonderful time and we enjoyed 
him tremendously. Except for the bus ride it was a great day 
and when Jonas is a little older we may do it again.

Hang mosquitoes out to dry 
this summer, protect yoursell 


As mosquito season ap¬ 
proaches, it's a good idea to re¬ 
view tips to help control their 
numbers or keep them away 
from your house and yard. 

Mosquitoes are carriers of 
West Nile virus. The best way 
for you to avoid infection is to 
avoid mosquito bites. Mosqui¬ 
toes lay eggs in standing wa¬ 
ter, and they don't tend to travel 
far from where they hatch, so 
it makes sense to get rid of 
hatching sites by eliminating 
standing water around your 
house and yard. Here is a 
checklist to help keep mosqui¬ 
toes at bay: outdoor flowerpots 
or other containers fill with 
rainwater and give mosquitoes 
a great place to lay their eggs. 
Cover any kind of container, 
including buckets, tin cans, gar¬ 
bage cans and recycling boxes. 
You could also move these con¬ 
tainers into the garage or shed, 
or just make sure you dump 
the water out weekly. Consider 
drilling holes in the bottoms of 
plastic or wooden containers 
that don't need to hold water 
so they can drain by them¬ 
selves, get rid of junk piles or 
old machinery. Mosquitoes don’t 
need much water to lay eggs, 
and junk often collects enough 
water for them to do so, old 
tires are notorious as mosquito 
hatching grounds. Store them 
in a garage or shed, cover them 
so they don't collect rainwater, 
or take scrap tires to the local 
recycling center or landfill; 
empty water from children's 
plastic wading pools when not 
in use and turn them over or 
store them in a garage or shed; 
check storm drains and window 
wells for standing water. If you 
fix leaky outdoor faucets, you 
reduce mosquito hatching sites 
and conserve water at the same 
time; you don't need to worry 
about swimming pools if they 
are kept clean and chlorinated. 
You do need to be careful about 
ornamental pools or ponds. 
They can beautify a garden, but 
can be perfect hatching sites. 
Aerate ornamental pools or 
stock them with fish; check 
your swimming pool cover, car 
covers or any other tarps on 
your property; water tends to 
collect in them if they sag; peo¬ 
ple who want to attract bird life 
to their yards should be care¬ 
ful with birdbaths, they are an 
attractive spot for mosquitoes 
to lay their eggs. Empty and 
refill birdbaths weekly; leaves 
can collect in the eaves troughs 
and downspouts on houses. 
These leaves can create shallow

pools when it rains, so clean 
them out; fill in potholes in 
your driveway where standing 
water can collect; consider 
landscaping your property to 
eliminate low spots. Just like 
in eaves troughs, small piles of 


leaves can hold just the right 
amount of water where 
mosquitoe eggs can hatch, 
keep mosquitoes out of your 
house by fixing broken window 
or door screens and attic vents 
so mosquitoes can’t get in.

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Alberta signs agricultural policy 
framework implementation agreement 


QUESTION: Would you identify some of the major "mar¬ 
riage killers" that are most responsible for the high divorce 
rate that plagues today's families? 

DR. DOBSON: Any one of the following "dragons" can 
rip a relationship to shreds if given an opportunity to do so. 

— Over commitment and physical exhaustion: This con¬ 
dition is especially insidious for young couples who are trying 
to get started in a profession or in school. Do not try to go to 
college, work full-time, have a baby, manage a toddler, fix up a 
house and start a business at the same time. It sounds ridicu¬ 
lous, but many young couples do just that — and are then sur¬ 
prised when their marriages fall apart. The only time they see 
each other is when they are worn out! 

— Excessive credit and conflict over how money will be 
spent: Pay cash for consumable items or don't buy. Don't spend 
more on a house or a car than you can afford, leaving too little 
income for dating, short trips, baby sitters, etc. Allocate your 
funds with wisdom. 

- Selfishness: There are two kinds of people in the 
world, the givers and the takers. A marriage between two giv¬ 
ers can be a beautiful thing. Friction is inevitable for a giver 
and a taker. But two takers can claw each other to pieces within 
a period of weeks. 

-- Unhealthy relationships with in-laws: If either the 
husband or wife has not been fully emancipated from the par¬ 
ents, it is best not to live near them. Autonomy is difficult for 
some mothers and fathers to grant. 

- Unrealistic expectations: Some couples come into 
marriage anticipating rose-covered cottages, walks down prim¬ 
rose lanes and unmitigated joy. There is no way a marriage 
between two imperfect human beings can deliver on that expec¬ 
tation. The late counselor Jean Lush believed, and I agree, 
that this romantic illusion is particularly characteristic of 
American women who expect more from their husbands than 
they are capable of providing. 

- Space invaders: My concern is for those who violate 
the "breathing room" needed by their partners, quickly suffo¬ 
cating them and destroying the attraction between them. Jeal¬ 
ousy is one way the phenomenon manifests itself. Another is a 
poor self-concept, which leads the insecure spouse to build a 
cage around the other. It often suffocates the relationship. Love 
must be free and it must be confident. 

- Sexual frustration and its partner, the greener grass 
of infidelity: It is a deadly combination! 

Business collapse: Failure in work does bad things, to 
men especially. Their agitation over financial reverses some¬ 
times sublimates to anger within the family. 

Business success: It is almost as risky to succeed wildly 
as it is to fail miserably in business. King Solomon wrote: "Give 
me neither poverty nor riches, but give me only my daily bread" 
(Proverbs 30:8). It's true. 

Getting married too young: Girls who marry between 
14 and 17 years of age are more than twice as likely to divorce 
as those who marry at 18 or 19 years of age. Those who marry 
at 18 or 19 are 1-1/2 times more likely to divorce as those who 
marry in their 20s. The pressures of adolescence and the stresses 
of early married life do not mix well. Finish the first before 
taking on the second. 

— Alcohol and substance abuse: These are notorious 
killers, not only of marriages but also of the people who in¬ 
dulge excessively. It has been said that upward of a third of all 
Americans and Canadians are close family members of an alco¬ 
holic. 

— Pornography, gambling and other addictions: It 
should be obvious to everyone that the human personality is 
flawed. During an introductory stage, people think they can 
tamper with various enticements, such as pornography, gam¬ 
bling, hard drugs, etc., without being hurt. Indeed, many do 
walk away unaffected. For some, however, there is a weakness 
and vulnerability that is unknown until too late. Such people 
then become addicted to something that tears at the fabric of 
the family. This warning may seem foolish and even prudish to 
my readers, but I've made a 20-year study of those who wreck 
their lives. Their problems often begin in experimentation with 
a known vice and ultimately end in death ... or the death of a 
marriage. 

These are a few of the common marriage killers. But in 
truth, the list is virtually limitless. If you are going to beat the 
odds and maintain an intimate, long-term marriage, you must 
take the task seriously. 


New and better agricultural 
programs will soon be in place 
in Alberta following today’s 
signing of an agreement to 
implement the Agricultural 
Policy Framework in the prov¬ 
ince. 

Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Minister Lyle Vanclief and 
Alberta Deputy Premier and 
Minister of Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development Shirley 
McClellan announced the agree¬ 
ment at a news conference. 

“It is important that we move 
forward with the delivery of new 
and better-designed program¬ 
ming to Canadian producers,” 
said Vanclief. “With the sign¬ 
ing of this federal-provincial 
agreement, that new and more 
comprehensive agricultural pro¬ 
gramming is on the way for 
farmers in Alberta. 

“This agreement means pro¬ 
ducers will be given access to the 
tools they need to better deal 
with their current and future 
needs.” McClellan said, 
“Today’s agreement not only 
provides Alberta producers with 
enhanced risk management 
tools it also addresses a num¬ 
ber of issues vital to the future 
of our industry such as: food 
safety, environment, industry, 
renewal and the use of science 
innovation in agriculture.” 

Prior to the implementation 
agreement announcement, Min¬ 
ister Vanclief and Minister 
McClellan met with members of 
Alberta’s cattle industry to dis¬ 
cuss the Bovine Spongiform 
Encephalopathy (BSE) issue 
and its effects on farmers in the 
province. The two ministers 
agreed that all options would be 
explored in the ongoing effort to 
deal with this isolated, yet very 
important issue. 

“Minister McClellan and I 
talked frankly and openly about 
a number of issues related to the 
single BSE finding in the prov¬ 
ince,” said Mr. Vanclief. “We dis¬ 
cussed the current situation and 
the next steps needed to get the 
U.S. border open as soon as pos¬ 
sible to Canadian beef exports.” 


Mrs. McClellan added, “We 
need to work in a coordinated 
and cooperative way to resolve 
this issue as quickly as possible 
and proceed with restoring mar¬ 
kets and consumer confidence.” 

Mr. Vanclief said the direc¬ 
tion behind the APF has been 
underlined by the events of the 
past couple of weeks. Under the 
APF, governments have been 
working to advance many of the 
policies and systems that will 
assist Canada in managing is¬ 
sues such as BSE - and in as¬ 
suring global customers that 
Canada is the world leader in 
food safety and food quality. The 
APF places strong priority on 
food safety and quality systems 
that are designed by industry to 
meet industry needs. The APF, 
endorsed by federal, provincial 
and territorial ministers of ag¬ 
riculture in 2001, brings to¬ 
gether five key elements - busi¬ 
ness risk management, environ¬ 
ment, food safety and quality, 
renewal and science and inno¬ 
vation in a single solid platform. 
The framework is designed to 
help Canadian agriculture maxi¬ 
mize new opportunities interna¬ 


tionally by safeguarding and 
enhancing the food safety and 
quality system in Canada 
through science and environ- 
mentally-sound agricultural 
practices. 

Implementation agreements 
govern the delivery of new pro¬ 
gramming under the five ele¬ 
ments of the APF. The agree¬ 
ments set out the programming 
that will be delivered, delivery 
mechanisms and which level of 
government that will deliver 
them. In addition, the agree¬ 
ments list program costs and 
formalize such things as the 
management structures needed 
to oversee particular programs. 

New APF programming in 
the areas of environment, food 
safety and quality, renewal and 
science and innovation in 
Alberta is valued at almost 
$221.5 million. Business risk 
management funding will be de¬ 
mand driven. However, Canada 
and Alberta are committing al¬ 
most $70 million over three 
years to support the transition 
from existing programs to the 
new business risk management 
programs.
